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DETAILED ACTION 



Summary of Arguments and Examiner's Response: 

1 . The applicant argued the finality of the office action on September 1 1, 2007, 
saying that claims 27 and 37 included new grounds of rejections and the final was 
premature. 

2. The final rejection was not premature because the scope of claims 27 and 37 
had been changed. Not only was "extracting fist and second similar face images" 
changed to "determining similarities," but the dependency of the claim was also 
changed, leading to a drastic change in the scope of the claim. Therefore, the action 
was not prematurely made final. 

3. The applicant argues that Zhao does not disclose a "second LDA transforming 
unit for LDA transforming the single vector into a single face descriptor" and Belhumeur 
does not overcome this deficiency. The applicant argues that the applied art does not 
teach an apparatus or unit performed as recited in claim 10. 

4. The examiner never asserted that Zhao taught an LDA transformation unit; the 
examiner stated that Zhao uses PCA transformation, which is carried out in some type 
of unit, and Belhumeur et al discloses that LDA and PCA are interchangeable. 
Therefore, Belhumeur overcomes the "LDA deficiency" of Zhao. The examiner has 
previously stated in the previous office action that it is inherent if not obvious that an 
apparatus would have to be employed in order to carry out a method. Therefore, the 
applied art teaches a method, and it would be inherent if not obvious to one of ordinary 
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skill in the art to use that method in an apparatus, with units to carry out each of the 
steps. 

5. The applicant argues that Baudat does not teach using both LDA and GDA. 

6. The combination of Zhao, Belhumeur and Baudat teach the uses of LDA and 
GDA.
